RUMBLING FIRST HEARD. 


Peudleton, Ore., June 17—Three 


men who survived the flood at Hepp 
ne,-, D. R. Ball, J. J. Kelly, and A:, P 
fJradbury, have arrived

Sharp flashes of lightning were 
accompanied by thunder. Then, sud 
('enly, the thunder died away and lel'l 
an ominous silence. Then a low rum 
I'ling noise was heard, very faint at 
first, but growing louder. 


"As the noise grew louder and loua- 


er, the people became frantic. 
But 


in a moment, ,the van of the flood burst 
into view around the curve .of Willow 
creelc, carrying in its crest, the cab 
ins and houses, which stood" In Its 
path." 


FIVE HUNDRED LOST. 


Heppner, Ore., June 17—It is now 


known that fully 500 persons lost their 
lives in the flood caused by the cloud 
burst which swept away the greater 
part of this town Sunday night. Many 
of the bodies will never be recovered 
so the exact number of deaths will 


, never be known. 


A conservative estimate of the prop- 


erly loss and destruction of property, 
places it at a -million dollars. 


One hundred 
and- fifteen corpses 


-have been hastily burled in wooden 
boxes and some were merely wrapped 
in blankets. Wagonloads of dead are 
on their way to,the cemetery: Hepp- 
ner itself has now been pretty well 
searched, 
except in, piles of debris 


where it is thought great numbers of 
bodies will be found'. 


Between lone and Heppner there are 


great piles of debris, 
but the flood 


passed so quickly that the roads have 
not been seriously damaged. The rail- 
road track, however, from Lexington 
on. is badly torn up. 


It looks-strange to see the heavy 


steel rails bent and twisted like cork- 
screws and the heavy timbers splin- 
tered like matchwood. 


In Heppner itself the flood, swept 


a clean path a mile long and two 
blocks wide through the town, follow-

parts of the town are destroyed. The

It probably will be several days be 


fore the track is opened to Heppne

The scene from the hillside over 


looking the town is one of desolation 
Huge piles of wreckage in many cases 
5 feet high, flll_the- canyon'from-hal: 
a mile below the town. 


Immense boulders, weighing tons 


were rolled along by the flood and 
deposited in the midst of the town 
or lodged against buildings.

peal has been sent out for men to 
clean the streets and to assist in 
searching the great mass of debris 
for bodies. 


As the debris, 
which is covered 


many feet deep by mud, is cleared 
away, more bodies are found. 


CREEK SUBSIDES. 


Heppner, 
Ore., June 17—Willow 


creek, v,-hich on Sunday wiped out 
more than one-half of this town, has 
shrunk to the size of a brook. 


About $500,000 worm of property 


has been destroyed at Heppner. A rig-

Several thousand persons have ar- 


rived from outside places and an army 
of men and horses is sifting great 
wastes of debris. 


An army of women took charge of 


the bodies. 


The bodies are borne to Robert's 


hall, to be washed and dressed by wo- 
men, to be shrouded in coarse white 
clothes and then laid in rough wood 
boxes. 


There is no time for ceremony. The 


f.oors swim with a half- diluted mud 
tbat drips from the victims, but the 
living pass through it or sweep it out 
when it gets too deep. 


The rough boxes go to the ceme- 


teries, not singly in hearses, but many 
at a time piled high in the wagons. 


The town must be cleansed if it 


would escape pestilence. It

Many families are entire- 
ly destitute, all their worldy posses- 
sions having been carried away.

improved. He can not talk but seems 
to understand the questions that were 
put .to him .nodding his head in re- 
ply. Miss Steele hurried to her lov- 
er's bedside and it is hoped he may re- 
cover.
